Police believe a body 
found two days later in Vic¬ 
toria Recreation Ground, in 
Balaclava Road, was that of 
Mr McKinlay. 

Former Air New Zealand 
colleague Nicky Keller, 


based in New Zealand, said: 
“I had breast cancer and a 
little girl of only 10 years 
and he was so very kind to 
us. He treated us all to a day 
in London, on the London 
Eye. 

“My daughter treasured 
that day for years and we 
had the photo out on our 
windowsill for years, even 
when we returned to New 
Zealand. 

“Along with others, I feel 
deep sadness at the loss to 
his many friends who will 
miss his kindness, generosi¬ 
ty and huge smile.” 

A tribute page dedicated 
to Mr McKinlay has so 
far gathered more than 
240 likes. 


In one post Nicole Bremn- 
er said: “You were brighter 
than the stars off the 
wingtips. You lit up those 
long, late night flights with 
irreverent humour and end¬ 
less caring for pax from 1A 
to 59F.” 

Kim Eder posted: “RIP 
Malcolm, you were one of 
life’s treasures. I used to 
love knowing that you were 
on a flight, even the dullest, 
hardest flights were a 
breeze when you were on 
board. You will be missed.” 

A native New Zealander, 
Mr McKinlay was a mem¬ 
ber of the Surbiton Club 
and worked behind the bar 
following redundancy from 
Air New Zealand last year. 


Emma Piper, assistant 
manager at the club, said: 
“He made an impact the 
minute he started. He really 
made a difference. Every¬ 
one is really gutted.” 

Friend Robert Tyler said: 
“This is devastating news 
about a man much loved, re¬ 
spected and appreciated in 
Surbiton. 

“It is very upsetting for ev¬ 
eryone that knew Malcolm 
- he was so gentle and kind. 

“He loved Surbiton, knew 
it was special and like all of 
us Surbitonians, had great 
comfort with the sense of 
community and real friend¬ 
ship that makes our 
town special. 

“It is sad that Malcolm 


didn’t turn to his Surbiton 
family of friends for com¬ 
fort and share his problems 
with those who knew him 
and loved him.” 

Meanwhile, a Facebook 
post written by Mr McKin¬ 
lay on the day he disap¬ 
peared apparently criticised 
his former employers Air 
New Zealand. 

The company had not 
commented at the time of 
going to press.

Two north Kingston partner 
schools are considering dra¬ 
matically expanding in order 
to meet the ever-increasing 
demand for places. 

Alexandra Infant School 
and St Paul’s Junior School 
have both proposed becoming 
two-form entry primary 
schools, accomodating chil¬ 
dren aged four to 11. 

The proposals, still in their 
early stages, have been made 
after Alexandra took on an 
additional bulge class in re¬ 
ception last year to help cope 
with the borough’s growing 
school place needs. 

But the bulge class has not 
been carried through into 
neighbouring St Paul’s, mean¬ 
ing an additional year 3 class 
will have to be found by 
2016. 

It is proposed St Paul’s uses 
its current site in Princes 
Road to add two new class¬ 
rooms and make modifica¬ 
tions to its building. 

Alexandra, however, would 
need a separate site to place 
its year five and six students. 

It wants to demolish Barn- 
field Youth Centre, in Park- 
fields Road, a 20-minute walk 
away from the main site in 


Alexandra Road, making way 
for another site with class¬ 
rooms, a hall, offices and 
cooking facilities. 

If the plans were to go 
ahead, it would create 60 new 
places at each school. 

Parents were informed of 
the plans in the summer. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, 
leader for children, youth and 
adult learning, said: “It is 
ridiculous that a bulge class 
was put in one school without 
foresight that the second 
school was able to accommo¬ 
date it. 

“It is identical to the situa¬ 
tion at Maple and St Andrew’s 
and St Mark’s [in Surbiton]. 

“We have got a lot to work 
out to make sure both of these 
schools remain outstanding 
and attractive to parents. We 
have got to find a solution that 
is good for everyone. 

“It has been agreed in prin¬ 
ciple but it has to go out to 
consultation to residents and 
parents.” 

No planning applications 
have been submitted to 
Kingston Council to date. 

Feasibility studies and a 
consultation on the proposals 
are set to begin this term. 


Parents have accused a prop¬ 
erty developer of “bullying” 
Kingston Council over a crucial 
piece of land that could be 
used to build a much-needed 
primary school. 

Land acquisition company 
Goldcrest wants to demolish 
the disused Kingsgate Busi¬ 
ness Centre, in Kingsgate 
Road, to make way for 210 stu¬ 
dent flats. 

But the authority wants the 
site, that forms part of the 
council’s North Kingston de¬ 
velopment brief, to be redevel¬ 
oped with a primary school. A 
three-day public inquiry took 
place last week at the Every¬ 
day Church, in Kingston. 

Jonathon Rollason, from 
community group Trawling 
Heights in North Kingston 
(Think), told the inquiry: “It 
seems to me, as a resident, 
that developers have bullied 
the council. 

“The main reason we don’t 
want this to happen is because 
we need schools for our chil¬ 
dren in north Kingston. If we 
don’t, we will have to bus them 
elsewhere. Put something in 
there we actually need.” 

The inquiry comes after Gold- 
crest appealed to the planning 
inspectorate when Kingston 
Council failed to make a deci¬ 
sion on whether to grant plan¬ 
ning permission earlier this 
year. 

The authority stalled over a 
potential land swap deal that 
would have seen Goldcrest 
hand over the site in return for 
the council-owned Canbury 
Place car park. 

Last week, the council re¬ 
leased a revised development 
brief, stating its preference for 


a primary school on the Kings¬ 
gate site. 

The brief, open to consulta¬ 
tion until October 27, states a 
desire to “create a new resi¬ 
dential and education-led 
mixed-use quarter that will 
benefit the wider north 
Kingston area”. 

But Morag Ellis, respresent- 
ing Goldcrest, said the council 
was “changing its case 
minute-by-minute”. 

She said: “The council’s case 
apparently largely rests on a 
document that emerged into 
the public domain eight days 
ago.” 

John Parrish, from the 
Canbury and Riverside 


Association, said: “We are very 
concerned there is not going to 
be a school on that site. There 
is a demand.” 

Anne Williams, representing 
Kingston Council, said: “There 
is an acute and urgent need 
for a new primary school in 
north Kingston - extending 
an existing one is not an 
option. 

“There is a scarcity of poten¬ 
tial locations in Canbury.” 

Opponents also argued the 
proposed height and vehicular 
access were reasons to refuse 
planning permission. 

A final decision will be sent 
to Kingston Council and Gold¬ 
crest at a later date.

Christian group Chapel St 
has announced the site for its 
primary school for Kingston 
Community School will be 
Kingstons House in Coombe 
Road, close to Norbiton 
station. 

The free school provider 
hopes to open an all through 
school for children aged four 
to 18 from September 2015. 

A site for its secondary 
school has yet to be revealed. 

The Education Funding 
Agency (EFA) bought 
Kingstons House in June this 
year for an undisclosed 
amount. 

Parents at a meeting chaired 
by Chapel St at the YMCA 
Hawker Centre on Monday 
night asked how the five- 
storey block could possibly be 
converted into a two-form pri¬ 
mary school. 

Russell Rook, chief execu¬ 
tive at Chapel St, told parents: 
“That site would not have 


been taken on if they [EFA] 
could not add or configure it.” 

There are currently between 
12 and 14 businesses inside 
Kingstons House - including 
Kingston Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and developers CNM 
Estates - that will have to 
move in less than a year. 

Chamber chief executive 


Jerry Irving said: “We ac¬ 
knowledge there is an urgent 
need for more schools in the 
borough, but in terms of small 
businesses that has had an 
impact. 

“The businesses in King¬ 
stons House have had to look 
for alternative accommoda¬ 
tion elsewhere in the borough 


where commercial renting 
costs are high and the demand 
for premises is high. 

“It has created quite an issue 
for some of the small 
businesses.” 

He said the Chamber expect¬ 
ed to move into Guildhall from 
November, but arrangements 
had not been finalised. 


INQUEST STILL ON: An inquest into 
the death of a Surbiton woman who 
died after a fall has been adjourned 
part-way through its second day. 
Muriel Albers, 82, died in October 
2012. West London Coroner’s Court 
heard evidence on Monday, but the 
hearing was adjourned the next day 
after it was decided a jury was 
needed.

Expansion scrapped 
as schools approved 
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A Surbiton boys’ school has 
withdrawn plans to expand and 
allow girls in. 

Southborough High had 
planned to create a primary 
school for boys and girls along 
with its secondary provision 
from next year. It also hoped to 
welcome girls into year 7 from 
2017. 

But headteacher Niall Smith 
wrote to parents about an expan¬ 
sion u-turn earlier last week. 

He said: “I made my recom¬ 
mendation not to proceed be¬ 
cause the Education Funding 
Agency, which is part of the De¬ 
partment for Education, has an¬ 
nounced their approval for two 
new primary free schools in the 
Kingston/Surbiton area. 

“Although the exact location of 
these schools is currently un¬ 
specified, they will, in conjunc¬ 
tion with new arrangements for 
additional primary ‘bulge’ class¬ 
es, satisfy the demand for prima¬ 
ry places, which is starting to 
be felt in the borough and 
beyond. 

“The approval of these free 
schools also means that the local 
authority will, in my view, be 
able to discharge their statutory

responsibility to provide prima¬ 
ry places without relying on the 
places that Southborough would 
have provided.” 

Father Mike Briggs, who has 
two sons at the school in Hook 
Road, said: “I am very pleased. I 
think it was to do with the strong 
feeling [against it]. 

“I don’t think they [the school] 
expected so many people to be 
against it - not only parents, but 
residents in the area who would 
be affected by traffic.” 

He added the school was over¬ 
subscribed for the first time last 
year and was making “great im¬ 
provements”, so did not need to 


become co-educational. 

Resident Aine Lark, who lives 
in nearby Verona Drive, said: “I 
only found out when a parent 
posted the letter on Facebook. 
Verona Drive is already a busy 
road with a lot of pressure on it 
so it’s great that it’s not going to 
be impacted on any further.” 

The two other primary schools 
due to open in the borough are 
Kingston Community School 
run by Christian group Chapel 
St and Surbiton Primary Acade¬ 
my run by education charity 
Gems. 

Both are due to open next 
September.

Show pony attacked 
by dogs on the loose

A former champion show pony 
was savaged by two dogs as it 
grazed in Worcester Park. 

Owner Stephanie Butler, 51, has 
been left distraught by attacks on 
her livestock in fields in Old 
Malden Lane - which she says 
have gone on for four years. 

This time the carer, of Rosebery 
Road in Nor biton, was forced to 
pay out £300 in vet costs after her 
two ponies - 26-year-old Irene and 
14-year-old 2005 Surrey County 
Show champion Gidman Sap¬ 
phire - were attacked on Septem¬ 
ber 9. 

Both animals were left bleeding 


from several wounds to their legs 
and rump. 

The grandmother-of-four said: 
“I have several witnesses. People 
need to know what these dogs get 
up to. Someone has got to take re¬ 
sponsibility. It is not acceptable. 
My ponies have been savaged. 

“I’m scared to bring them out 
again. It’s not on.” 

It is believed the pack of dogs 
have been able to run free on to 
fields owned by Surrey County 
Council through a broken fence. 

Mrs Butler said she was un¬ 
aware of exactly who the owners 
of the dogs or the dog walkers 
were, but had once seen a pack of 
16 dogs run on to her fields. 

Mrs Butler said: “You cannot 
run dogs along livestock - they 
work in packs. They are out to 


kill. They have even tried to get 
me, but I shoo-ed them away with 
a broom. It can’t continue like 
this.” 

Surrey Police attended the lat¬ 
est incident following reports of a 
pony being attacked. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said: “Enquiries into the matter 
are currently continuing.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “Neither we nor 
the agents who manage the land 
for us are aware of the attacks on 
the ponies or the issue of the 
fence, but will investigate follow¬ 
ing this distressing news. 

“We’d also like to take this op¬ 
portunity to ask dog owners to be 
responsible and not let their pets 
off the lead near horses or farm 
animals.” 


Back to the 50s for school celebrations 



A primary school was trans¬ 
formed into a 1950s-style educa¬ 
tional institution to celebrate its 
diamond jubilee last week.

Although they all escaped the 
cane, administration assistant 
Christine Monk said: “The chil¬ 
dren had to behave well - just as 
they would have done then. 

“They all swapped around to go 
to various classes with different 
teachers for different subjects. It 
was really fun.” 

She said hungry children also 
enjoyed the traditional bangers 
and mash for lunch and took 
part in a country dancing tea 
party during the week. 

Lovelace began as Lovelace 
County Primary - opening its 
doors on April 16, 1951 with 120 
pupils and no playground. 

By 1953 there were 308 children 
with more than 50 students in 
each class. 

Dolly Lee was the Mansfield 
Road school’s first headteacher 
and she remained in post for 
about 25 years. 

The school however, was not 
big enough for the number of 
pupils. The completion of a ju¬ 
nior wing in 1954 added nine new 


classrooms and signalled the ar¬ 
rival of Lovelace County Infants 
and Lovelace County Juniors, 
which celebrates 60 years this 
year. 

A spokesman from Lovelace 
said: “The schools were state-of- 
the-art when they first opened 
and Surrey County Council en¬ 
visaged that it would be a model 
replicated county-wide. 

“The Surrey Comet comment¬ 
ed ‘the new school is a fine exam¬ 
ple of modern, functional 
architecture’.” 

But a fire, the construction of 


the strongly-opposed Esher by¬ 
pass and the amalgamation of 
the infants and junior schools 
has not stopped it growing. 

The spokesman added: “Over 
the years various buildings have 
been added, including the swim¬ 
ming pool, a new nursery and 
the north wing. 

“Of course we commence 
building work once again in Oc¬ 
tober to provide a further eight 
classrooms. 

“Some 60 years after the school 
began, the school continues to 
grow.”

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‘Botch’ loses chance to 
keep services together

Drug rehabilitation and psy¬ 
chological therapy services 
may remain splintered after 
Kingston Council “botched” 
a public consultation into 
moving treatments to 
Surbiton. 

More than 1,000 residents 
signed a petition against 
moving rehabilitation ser¬ 
vices from Surbiton Health 
Centre to Hollyfield House, 
in Hollyfield Road. 

Last week, Kingston 
Conservatives admitted the 
consultation had been 
“inadequate” and Councillor 
Julie Pickering, lead mem¬ 
ber for health, said the coun¬ 
cil’s current processes were 
“no longer fit for purpose”. 

Opposition leader Liz 
Green said the engagement 
process had been “botched”. 

Asked if the best clinical 
arrangement for staff may 
have been scuppered by the 
consultation, Coun Picker¬ 
ing simply said: “Yes.” 

Staff are shared between 
the Kingston Wellbeing Ser¬ 
vice and therapy for people 
with anxiety or depression 



[improving access to psy¬ 
chology therapies, or IAPT] 
- and doctors want to house 
them together. 

Dr Phil Moore, deputy 
chairman of Kingston clini¬ 
cal commissioning group 
(CCG), said the IAPT move 
was planned about six 
months ago for space 
reasons. 

He said: “It’s about clinical 
preference. It’s mainly a 
staffing overlap. It looks like 
the public outcry might 


make [uniting the services] 
impossible.” 

But council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “This whole 
thing where the CCG moves 
one half of the service and 
we move the other half is 
somewhat of a nonsense. 
There may be an opportuni¬ 
ty for them to have to follow 
us.” 

Councillors have been told 
Surbiton Health Centre does 
not have enough space to 
house all wellbeing services. 


CHANGES 
TO HEALTH 
CONTROL 


Kingston Wellbeing Service 
(KWS) and psychological 
therapies (IAPT) were originally 
commissioned by the NHS as a 
single service. But, in April 2013, 
public health control was handed 
to local authorities and Kingston 
Council took over KWS. 

It has been run from Surbiton 
Health Centre since then, while 
IAPT, run by GPs in Kingston’s 
clinical commissioning group, is 
based in Acre Road, Kingston. 


Splitting the teams has af¬ 
fected capacity and efficien¬ 
cy, council officers said. 

Coun Davis also moved to 
counter speculation about a 
council order he signed in 
July. The “standing order 
32” authorised council offi¬ 
cers to begin consultation 
on moving the wellbeing 
service. 

Coun Davis said: “There 
was no question about it 
being a done deal.” 



Verdict: West London Coroner's Court 

Dead at home 

A former plastics worker was found 
dead in his home only when residents 
raised the alarm, after they smelled his 
decomposing body. 

John Dodson, 69, was found by police 
officers collapsed on his bathroom floor 
in May. 

At an inquest last week, coroner’s offi¬ 
cer Sally Tupman said Mr Dodson, from 
Burritt Road in the Cambridge Road es¬ 
tate, “had not been seen for some time”. 

She said: “There was a light on perma¬ 
nently in the address. Residents raised 
the alarm and Kingston Council attend¬ 
ed. [The council] contacted police.” 

Mr Dodson, who had worked for 
Arrow Plastics, had no known family 
members, West London Coroner’s 
Court heard. He had been adopted and 
both his parents were dead. He had no 
brothers or sisters. 

A postmortem examination, carried 
out at Kingston Hospital by Dr Olaf 
Biedrzycki, found Mr Dodson’s body 
was “extensively decomposed”, and the 
cause of death was therefore unclear. 

Dr Biedryzcki found there were “no 
obvious signs of any medical treatment 
or significant recent injury”. 

Assistant coroner Jeremy Chipper- 
field recorded an open verdict. 

He said: “There is no reason to suspect 
any kind of foul play.”

The number of people being 
driven to Kingston foodbank 
is expected to rise again this 
year. 

Organisers expect to hand 
out 6,150 emergency food 
packages in 2014-15 - up from 
5,492 in 2013-14, when 42 per 
cent of people gave benefit 
delays or changes as the rea¬ 
son they were referred. 

Compared with opening 
day in December 2011 more 
frontline workers - doctors, 
social workers, job centre 
staff - can now refer people 
to the foodbank. Even so, the 
number of packages handed 
out per week has doubled 
since then. 

Organiser Paul Pickhaver 
said: “We are seeing new peo¬ 
ple each week. 

“Something has happened 
there with a benefits system 
which is meaning more peo¬ 
ple are finding it hard. 

“If you are going to sanc¬ 
tion people you are going to 
put people in hardship. The 
other safety nets have been 
taken away. People would 


have gone for a crisis loan.” 

People in crisis include 
working families, he added. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
leader Councillor Liz Green 
said: “The system that leaves 
people in these positions 
needs to be looked at, so there 
is less reliance on foodbanks, 
which should have been left 
behind years ago.” 

But council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “It is inevitable 
that as more food bank ser¬ 
vices are known to be avail¬ 
able that more referrals will 
come from those on benefits 
and we should not be 


surprised by that.” 

A spokeswoman for the De¬ 
partment for Work and Pen¬ 
sions said: “It is simply 
wrong to draw conclusions 
from these unverified and po¬ 
tentially misleading figures. 

“Reforms to welfare are de¬ 
signed to bring fairness back 
to the system and help people 
into work. 

“The vast majority of bene¬ 
fits are processed on time.” 

People are given vouchers 
for three days’ worth of food 
to take to the foodbank by 
frontline professionals.

“The workmanship is bloody 
marvellous and to have this here 
in perpetuity would have chuffed 
him enormously.” 

David Hassard, from Kingston 
Aviation, said: “It is a wonderful 
thing. It is absolutely exactly as it 
would have been when it was 
built 100 years ago. 

“It was a good old English event 
- a proper village green type 
thing.” 

The event on September 20, also 


celebrated 20 years of the 
Thames Landscape Strategy 
(TLS), which works to conserve 
the river area. 

Mr Sopwith unveiled a perma¬ 
nent information board at Can- 
bury Gardens on Saturday 
alongside Jason Debney from 
TLS. In TLS tradition, he 
used shears to cut a bouquet of 
ivy, symbolising the group’s 
work to maintain and manage 
the environment. 

Mr Debney said the event, 


sponsored by the Father Thames 
Trust, “was better than I could 
ever have imagined”. 

He said: “What we look to do is 
team up with different organisa¬ 
tions and partners to show off 
different locations on the river. 

“The aviation history is just as 
important a part of the river’s 
character as its trees, great hous¬ 
es, parks and palaces. 

“It was wonderful to join up 
and find something different to 
celebrate.”

Don’t let unique site 
become theme park 


According to the council’s own 
document, Tolworth Court Farm 
fields is a piece of countryside 
that resembles the rural land¬ 
scape of the past. 

It is the remnant of an enclosed 
farmed field system comprising 
seven fields, of neutral, semi-nat¬ 
ural and unimproved, lowland 
grassland, of which one meadow 
is wet grassland. 

Old hedges and associated vet¬ 
eran trees with small pockets of 
secondary woodland dissect and 
bound the site. 

The Hogsmill river and Bones- 
gate stream run along the south¬ 
ern edge. 


An ancient trackway provides a 
boundary along the south-west. 

Recorders often note brown 
argus and white-letter hairstreak 
among its butterfly species. 

Reptiles and amphibians, 
kestrels and woodpeckers are 
regularly seen by the people that 
walk through its countryside. 

Hidden gems include the much 
rarer saproxylic of dead wood jet 
ant lasius fuliginosus, a species 
only found at one other site in the 
borough. 

For these reasons, Tolworth 
Court Farm Fields is a local 
nature reserve and a site of bor¬ 
ough importance for nature 


conservation grade one, as well 
as metropolitan open land. 

So why does the council want to 
turn this unique site into a theme 
park? 

The deer and horses proposed 
are not wildlife, this would be a 
zoo and a form of development or 
urbanisation of a rare natural 
area of the borough. 

In fact, if Councillor Kevin 
Davis actually went to see Tol¬ 
worth Court Farm, he would see 
that horses have existed next to 
[field] F5847 (albeit informally) 
for the past 20 years or so.

I’m for free speech - but why print that letter? 


As a democrat and a believer in 
free speech, I am not in favour of 
censoring the public expression 
of views, no matter how un¬ 
savoury or ill informed. 

That said, I was surprised that 
you found space to publish the 
anonymous letter (Hard facts, 
hard truths, September 25) reply¬ 
ing to that of Rosemary Adding¬ 
ton, riven as it was with 
comments rooted in prejudice to¬ 
wards Palestinians specifically 
and Muslims in general. 

Its author clearly subscribes to 
the view that the conflict in the 
Middle East should be framed as 
a clash of civilisations - Judeo- 
Christian values in opposition to 
Islamic barbarism. 

The reality is that this is nei¬ 
ther a clash of civilisations nor 
even a conflict that is religious in 
nature or origin. 

The vast majority of those who 
campaign for rights for the Pales¬ 
tinian people do so from a stand¬ 
point of a commitment to 


democratic values, the upholding 
of international law and conven¬ 
tions of human rights. 

[Recently] 50 residents gath¬ 
ered in the centre of Kingston to 
commemorate those killed in Is¬ 
rael’s attack on Gaza, and to call 
for justice and peace. 

The names of 327 of the 500- 
plus children killed in the recent 
attacks were read out to mark the 
fact that behind every casualty 
statistic there exists a real life 
and a real family torn apart. 

But the event was also held to 
note the fact that the current 
conflict in Gaza is rooted in Is¬ 
rael’s continuing occupation and 
denial of the rights of Palestini¬ 
ans to live free lives. 

The various ways in which Is¬ 
rael’s control over Palestinians is 
exercised have been documented 
by numerous independent 
human rights organisations. 

These include the siege and 
blockade of Gaza, the occupation 
and colonisation of the West 


Bank for nearly 50 years, the 
forced expulsion of nearly lm 
Palestinians in 1948 and 1967, and 
the denial of the right of Pales¬ 
tinians living within the state of 
Israel to full equality under the 
law. 

We will not achieve peace until 
these issues are addressed. 

This demands action by west¬ 
ern Governments and by citizens 
around the world to put pressure 
on Israel to respect human 
rights and abide by international 
law. 

This is not, as some would 
claim, about demonising or seek¬ 
ing to destroy anyone, nor about 
privileging any group over 
another. 

It is about the demand that ev¬ 
eryone, regardless of creed, eth¬ 
nic origin or religious belief, be 
allowed the equal right to self de¬ 
termination and freedom.

“Singing has psychologi¬ 
cal benefits because of its 
normally positive effect in 
reducing stress levels 
through the action of the 
endocrine system, linked to 
our sense of wellbeing. 


“Psychological benefits 
are also evident when peo¬ 
ple sing together because 
of the sense of community 
belonging and shared 
endeavour.”

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Hat prices increase 
by a third in 10 years 


A new report from the Halifax says 
the average price of a flat in 
England and Wales has risen by a 
third during the past 10 years - 
twice the rise for all residential 
properties. 

Detached homes (12 per cent) 
and bungalows (13 per cent) have 
recorded the smallest rises over 
the past 10 years. 

While flats have increased most 
in price nationally since 2004, 
much of this rise is due to the 
performance of flat prices in 
London, where flats represent a 
relatively high proportion of the 
property market. 

Semi-detached and terraced 
homes have remained the most 
popular types of property 
purchased over the past 10 years. 

These two types represent 60 
per cent of all home sales in 2014; 
up from 56 per cent in 2004. 


For first-time buyers, semi¬ 
detached homes have risen in 
popularity, accounting for 29 per 
cent of purchases in 2014 
compared with 25 per cent in 
2004. 

Detached sales have fallen from 
21 per cent of all property sales to 
16 per cent over the past decade. 

Prices have improved across all 
property types since 2009 with 
flats recording the largest 
increase between 2009 and 2014 
(43 per cent). 

Terraced properties (31 per 
cent) experienced the next 
biggest rise. 

Bungalows have seen the 
smallest gain (15 per cent). The 
increase in flat prices nationally 
has been led by London (44 per 
cent) with a more subdued 
performance elsewhere in the 
country.
